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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Nieboer discloses non-automatic systems, as noted by Applicant at page 5 of the Remarks. While Nieboer is a modification of such 
systems, it noetheless discloses such systems. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, 
the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the 
claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the 
knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re 
Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In response to applicant's argument that the modification of Nieboer would 
render it unsatisfactory for its intended purpose, the test for obviousness is not whether a modification may be bodily incorporated into the 
structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. 
Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re 
Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981).Applicant ignores the teaching of Chitnis, which dsicloses players/traders ansd asserts 
that Nieboer teaches away from combination, but provides no rationale. Examiner agrees that the references should be considered for 
teachings as a whole and suggest that the combination of Nieboer and other cited references makes the claimed invention. Nieboer 
discloses trading systems, automated and manual, Chitnis discloses the game aspects of the claimed invention, and Silverman discloses 
bookkeeping for transactions. Applicant attacks the references individually, but identifies no limitation missing and does not convincingly 
argue against the motivation to combine provided..
